Tho suggestion was inado that 
the resolution practically declared hostilities 
against Barrios, and it is understood Om- 
an effort by Ingalis to modify it was de- 
feated. 


Edmunds attempted to havo tho iiijunc-

Secretary'Bayard as to the course taken by

CITV OK MEXICO, March ,1S,—Tho recent 


coup d'etat in Gautemala is the chief topic 
of conversation in tho capital. Tho feeling 
against President B:iriios,tho self-const! ti; tod 
dictator, is growing stronger every day. 
When tho first no ws of Barrios' bold assump- 
tion reached this city tho general feeling 
was that Mexico should tal;o no part in tho 
troublesome complications of Central Amer- 
ica boyond protecting her frontier against 
warlike incursions. Thirf sentiment, how- 
ever, has rapidly given way, since tho 
ofllcial utterance of President; Diaz, 
to 


an aggrossivo and warlike fooling, Tho 
talk is revived of Mexico not only taking a 
hand to punish Barrios, but ovon going so 
far as the absorbing of two or threo con- 
tiguous and quarrolsomo states.

tho prohibition l»w sustaining its constitu- 
tionality. Tho decision was road by Judge 
Rothrock in tho injunction case of Little- 
ton vs. Louis Fritz, on an appeal from tho 
Polk county circuit court, 


Tlio effect of this decision will bo to givo 


any eitizsn an opportunity to closo up a sa- 
loon without trial by jury, and if the saloon- 
keeper persists aftor injunction has issued 
bo can he punished for contempt with a flno 
of $1,000 and imprisonment of six months. 
Prohibitionists claim that thoy can closo 
cvory saloon in tho state, Tho opinion was 
concurred in by all tbo judges and its sali- 
ent point? aro as follows: 


The statute plainly authorizes any citizen 


of the country to maintain action, and there 
can be no denial of tho right of tlio action 
iinloss it bo hold tbat the legislature had no 
constitutional powor to enact tbo law, 
Tho 


jurisdiction o£ courts o£ equity to unjoin and 
abato nuisances is of very anciont 
or- 


igin. 
Tho 
jurisdiction 
is 
applicable 


not only to 
public nuisances, strictly 


so called, but also to purprosturos upon 
public rights and property. This general 
rule cannot be disputsd, and courts o£ equity 
in nearly all tho states outartain jurisdiction 
to restrain and abate nuisancos, either at 
tiio suit of a public prosecutor or at the 
instance of 
a 
private individual who 


<>hows tbat ho sustains somo special injury 
by tho 
establishment 
or existence of 


tbo nuisuico. Let it be concodod, says 
tho opinion, tbat courts of equity boforo 
tho adoption of tfco constitution declined to 
entertain action of injunction to restrain 
and abate nuisance in cases wliaro no prop- 
erty right woro involved. Tho logislativa 
history of this state, and tho jurisdiction 
entortaino'd by its courts, do not warrant 
tho conclusion thot thore is no legislative 
discretion iu regard to what controversies 
sliull bo of equitable cognizance. 
Sinco tho 


adoption of tho constitution a jury has boou 
allowed in action for dlvorco, and this right 
has boon taken away. 
So in tlio oaso of 


foreclosure of mortgage

Wo are not, thon, required Co ex- 


amine tbo laws in force at tho time the con- 
stitution was adopted and hold tbat in every 
case' which was then triable by a jury tho 
right to such trial remains inviolate.
